With a week remaining before 
the deadline for submission, 
proponents of-a-recall petition for 
two members of the school 
committee have 80 percent of the 
needed signatures. 

The petition charges that Shirley 
Callan and Linda McMenimen have 
breached or violated their official 
duties by making statements to the 
press that were unauthorized by the 
committee. 

At issue is whether they were 
speaking on behalf of the 
committee. 

Confrontations occurred at the 
Wilmington Plaza last Monday and 
at the polls on Tuesday, as people 
solicited signatures. In each case, 
Anne Linehan confronted them and 
charged that the petitions were 
illegal, and asked them for substan- 
tiation of the charges on the 
petitions, 

The petition drive ran into 
another snag later in the week 
when the petition group sought to 


Saturday. After parent Kathi Gillis, 
received permission to use the 
building without stating the pur- 


pose, Fourth of July Committee § 


Chairman Jim Stewart ruled that 
because of the political nature of 
the activity, the petitioners could 
not use the building. 

The petition drive went on as 
scheduled, in the parking lot, 
collecting about 100 signatures. 
Gillis said that Linehan and 
McMenimen observed their 
activities from a car parked behind 
the Swain School. 

With a November 19 deadline for 
submitting the petitions to the town 
clerk, Gillis said that about 300 
signatures were still needed. With 
over 900 signgtures already on 
paper, the requirement is for 1103, 
with a surplus needed to cover any 
that are disqualified. The group 
will be at the parking lot by the 
Fourth of July building again on 
Saturday. 


Town seeks to hold 
line on trash fees

Wilmington selectmen on Mon- 
day took steps to insure that the 
town would hold the line on its 
trash tipping fees in the remaining 
13 years of its contract with Mass 
RefuTech Inc. (MRI), owner of the 
North Andover trash plant, The 
board took two affirmative votes 
which, in- the end, will allow for 
the refinancing of the facility's 
bonds at a lower interest rate. 

In 1983, Wilmington and 22 
other towns formed a consortium 
known as NESWC (North East 
Solid Waste Committee), Ruth 
Ellen Fitch of Palmer and Dodge, 
counsel for NESWC, asked select- 
men to approve a proposal to 
substitute Wheelabrator Technolo- 
gies Inc, as a guarantor of 
performance under the NESWC 
service agreement, Wheelabrator, 
said Fitch, will replace Allied 
Signal. She said the substitution 
makes sense since Wheelabrator 
has the technology to run the plant 
in case MRI can't. 

Fitch said Wheelabrator has con- 
sented to be guarantor if all or 
almost all of the NESWC member 
towns agree. If Wheelabrator with- 
draws its consent, "it would be 
devastating," she said. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 


said Town Counsel Alan Altman 
and DPW Supt. Bob Palmer, a 
member of the NESWC Advisory 
Board, recommend approval of 
Wheelabrator, Caira explained 
tipping fees are currently $70 a ton 
but they would be about $95 
without use of the stabalization 
fund, However, he added, that fund 
is» drying” up~and} without™ the 
refinancing, the town's fees would 
be much higher. 

According to Fitch, with the 
refinancing, $34 million would be 
saved in the remaining years of the 
service contract, While there were 
“no hard, fast projections yet" on 
what Wilmington would save in 
tipping fees, Fitch promised the 
town's fees will be "substantially 
lower in the next seven years" and 
lower in the remaining six years. 

The lawyer said refinancing plans 
are already moving forward so 
NESWC can take advantage of 
lower interest rates on December 
1, She reminded the board resi- 
dents took the first step at the April 
town meeting when they voted to 
allow the town to participate in the 
refinancing. She asked selectmen to 
authorize Wheelabrator as guaran- 
tor in place of Allied and to 
authorize Caira to release Allied 
from its obligation, The board 
unanimously favored both requests. 


Board approves 
ballfield expansion

Wilmington selectmen this week 
approved a plan developed by 
Town Engineer Harold Gillam to 
improve and expand the playing 
field behind the town hall on Glen 
Road, The project is béing under- 
taken and financed by Wilmington 
Pop Warner and the Wilmington 
Little League in conjunction with 
the town. ‘i 

Bob Surran, president of the 
Little League, and Domenic 
Ritucci, president of Pop Warner, 
reviewed the project at Monday's 
board of selectmen's meeting. 
Ritucci explained the current foot- 
ball field is right up to the fence 
and leaves little room for specta- 
tors. Surran added that the present 
baseball/softball fields are "too 
tight" and pose a potential safety 
hazard when fly balls are hit. 

The organizations will each spend 
$5,000, initially, of their own 
funds to improve the area. Work 
will include relocation of the 
perimeter fence to increase the 
interior space to 450 feet by 650 
feet; regrading of the field; 
installation of le bleachers; 
additional ; and building a 
storage building which will also 
house restrooms and a snack bar. 


The project will be phased in over 


a two to three year period and will 
work around current use of the 
building and field. The town, said 
Town Manager Michael Caira, will 
provide the heavy equipment, man- 
power, and other resources. No 
town money, however, will be 
spent on the improvements, said 
Caira. 

Caira told selectmen he had met 
with members of both organiza- 
tions and appropriate town officials 
to develop a proposal “which 
would meet the needs of Wilming- 
ton's youth while respecting the 
privacy of town hall neighbors.” 

Selectmen asked questions and 
received assurances about the 
proximity to wetlands, impacts to 
neighbors, and a proposed redesign 
of the present parking lot. Gillam 
said few large trees would be 
removed. According to Ritucci, the 
trees and shrubs would be removed 
next month and work would 
commence on the larger field and 
the storage building in the spring 
in order to have the football field 
is use by next season. The baseball 
fields would be in use the 
following spring, said Surran. 

Though letters were sent ot 
approximately 28 abuttors, no 
neighbors spoke against the 
proposal. The board unanimously 
approved the project.

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Employees 
ratify two- 
year pact

Two town unions will be seeing a 
raise in salary in the two year span 
of their new contracts. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
announced Monday agreement has 
been reached with two of the 
town's four municipal unions, 
AFSCME I and AFSCME II agreed 
to a three percent increase for the 
current year retroactive to July 
1,1992 and a four percent increase 
for the second year to July 1, 1994, 
The unions had elected to take no 
salary increase in the last two years 
because-of budget constraints. Ne- 
gotiations are still underway with 
the police and firefighters’ unions. 

Caira, who acted as the chief 
negotiator for the town, told select- 
men union members have already 
ratified the contracts. AFSCME I 
covers tradesmen and custodians in 
the Public Buildings Department 
and was represented by chief 
negotiator Ronald McCoy. AFS- 
CME II covers all other town 
employees excepting the police and 
fire departments and was repre- 
sented by chief negotiator Susan 
McDonald, Negotiations had been 
underway since spring. 

Selectmen signed the agreements 
amid praise by Chairman Mark 
Haldane that union members have 
shown they are “community ori- 
ented and community driven." 
Caira noted that the town did not 
employ a consultant to help with 
the talks, 

"It's a long process. It takes many 
hours. We do that ourselves," said 
the manager. 


Merchants hope sign

Tenants in the Station Square 
shopping area hope to increase 
their volume of business once 
Wilmington officials approve a 
sign at the corner of Middlesex 
Avenue and Jefferson Road. The 
buildings in the area are set back 
from the road. The proposed four 
by 12 foot sign would list all 16 
merchants in the square and make 
the businesses more visible to 
potential customers. 

Permission was originally 
granted to erect an eight by eight 
foot sign at the entrance road. On 
Monday, property owner John Elia 
sought permission of Wilmington 
selectmen to put up the sign by the 
telephone pole instead of the 
original location. That location 
would prohibit him from ulitizing 
two parking spaces, he said. 

Elia explained the sign would be 
similar to one erected by local 
industries on Ballardvale Road. He 
requested that the board waive 
insurance requirements on the sign 
and lower the fee to lease the town 
land under the sign. 

Town Manager Michael Caita 
explained that lease arrangements 
such as this were not new. He noted 
there is an annual fee of $400 
placed on the land by the board of 
assessors. Caira argued all signs on 
town property should be subject to 
the same stipulations.

Elia noted the stores bring in 
$30,000 a year in tax revenue for 
the town. He said it has been hard 
to get liability insurance on the 
sign since it sits on land not owned 
by his group, John Son's Realty 
Trust. 

Selectman Bob Cain told Elia the 
liability is for exposure to the sign 
and the sign could be added to his 
current insurance policy, 

Chester Bruce noted the $400 fee 
could be passed on to the tenants, 
He asked if the town could at least 
cut that fee in half to ease the 
burden on local merchants. 

"Times ate hard, What we're 
trying to do is help people. 
Everyone is finding it very tough 
out there today,” he said. 

One of the tenants’ husbands 
urged the board to approve the 
sign, 

"It's really a difficult place to 
direct people to," he said. 

Elia also asked whether the town 
would hot top the rest of the 
parking lot or consider turning the 
land over to him so he could pave 
the area to put the land back on the 
tax rolls, Haldane said the sale of 
any town land has to go through 
town meeting and the bid process. 

Elia was told to give specifics on 
the sign and the new location to the 
building inspector before the board 
again takes up the matter, He 


agreed to do so.

Every clection has its winners and losers, What makes 
this hard-fought clection different is that some of the 
winners might also be washouts when all is said and done. 

Consider this. One of the retiring global economists 
from Merrill Lynch made the gloomy observation that the 
losers should be pleased with their fatc because the victors 
inherit terms with bleak prospects. Lurking on the near 
horizon is a pending economic menace of emerging 
democracies and heretofore Third World nations with 
rising education levels. The somber contention is that both 
factors will trigger an inevitable standard. of living 
dropoff in still-not-ready-to-compete America. 

Tis the season for pessimism, huh? 

If Frank Capra were alive today he'd write the script 
for this Class of '92. Like an unsuspecting herd of "Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington" politicians, the victory gleam 
still in their eyes, congressmen elect Meehan and 
Yorkildsen, Senator-Elect O'Brien and the rest riding like 
the Light Brigade into a new time-to-face-the-music 
chapter in American political history. It's resolution time 
for the deficit, health care, education and all the social 
woes here in Massachusetts and nationwide, 

But if the economic experts are half right the victors are 
skidding into an economic sinkhole handicapping their re- 
election prospects in 1994 and 1996. 

It's like we've handed them Pandora's box and asked for 
a sorting out in short order. 

There are two post election questions in this age of 
pessimism. First, are our leaders up to the daunting task? 
Second, are we willing to give them the support they 
need? 

Like Mr. Smith, let's hope they pull it off despite the 
overwhelming odds. 

Briefly in politics...the Winners and Losers 

One winner locally was also a loser. Bob Buell won his 
senate district but he lost Wilmington to Democratic 
Challenger Regina Villa who captured an impressive 48 
percent of the district-wide vote. That dents Buell's armor 
and makes the Republican senator vulnerable in ‘94, 

The biggest winner in Massachusetts following 
Tuesday's election is Democratic State Committee 
Chairman Steve Grossman. He out-recruited, organized, 
strategized, financed and showcased his Republican 
counterparts despite their popular gubernatorial 
incumbency. It's not just Prop 2 1/2 tinkering that the 
reinforced Democrats will threaten Bill Weld with, but 
far more significantly, a free hand-in-the-upeoming state 
legislative redistricting. Don't bank on the G.O.P. in '94. 

Another winner, one of the few with (R) after his name, 
is former state rep Peter Torkildsen who's’ 16-hour 
campaign days paid off in the form of a seat in Congress. 
The Viking, as they call him, was shunned by his party 
establishment last spring which mustered for his primary 
opponent Sandy Tennant. Torkildsen nonetheless captured 
the G.O.P. nomination with a keen, grassroots effort. He 
can givé the old boy network the bird because he won this 
race with help from just you and I. 

Another big loser is the Republican party hierarchy as a 
whole, which can't seem to win a state senate seat even 
when given a war hero as a candidate. Jay Gaffney was a 
consultant's dream, carrying a glittering resume and a 
bronze star and purple heart. But per usual, the state 
G.O.P. gave zilch for assistance. With the right 
instruction Gaffney could have won that race. And though 
he won, Senator-Elect John O'Brien may find opposing 


Billy Bulger easier said than done. Having committee to 
buck Bulger for senate president, it's reported that 
O'Brien has carned Bulger's wrath for his disloyalty.

_ recall petition? Well, we all know 


that incidents of hazing took place at 
football camp last August. The 
punishments may or may not have 
satisfied everyone. But the proper 
procedures were followed by all 
involved except the two 
committeewomen, And _ the 
initiation of this petition is not a 
witch hunt, but the last step in 
accountability. 

For what? 

1) for two school committee- 
women refusing to recognize, 
support or adhere to the 
administrative chain of command as 
explicitly stated in the Mass.

2) for two school committee- 
women deliberately and inappro- 
priately disseminating unsub- 
stantiated rumors and allegations to 
the tv news stations and the media, 
in many cases with full knowledge 
there was no evidence to support 
those allegations.

People 
need to know that she made that 
statement despite having been told 
there was absolutely no evidence to 
support that lie, Yet by saying "I 
won't deny that" she is trying to 
leave the impression that it is 
probably true. Her clear motive was 
to use the kids to embarrass and 
humiliate Mr. Gillis, Mr, Harrison 
and everyone else in her destructive 
path, And that "everyone else" is all 
the people in this town. 

On Sept. 26 Linda McMenimen 
tells the Boston Globe "I don't want 
the communitie's dirty laundry 
aired in public" and that same day 
tells the Lowell Sun and appears on 
Ch. 5 tv news stating the hazing 
incidents are in the order of "sexual 
fondling; degradation and humil- 
iation!"

Linda McMenimen apologizes to 
the parents and students "who 
endured personal degredation and 
humiliation." Why no mention of 
“sexual fondling?" Because she 
found out in the Oct. 9 reports that 
there was no evidence to support 
that false allegation. And did she go 
back on the tv and into the news 
media and tell everyone that charge 
had been proven false? Absolutely 
not, She wanted that allegation to 
stay out there and fester. She had an 
obligation to exonerate the kids 
whenever an allegation proved false 
and she never did! 

Go back and re-read some of the 
60 or 70 newspaper accounts on the 
Wilmington hazing issue. Read what 
Mr. Peterson, the school board 
chairman, says about the 
“emergency meeting" called by 
Shirley Callan on September 26. "It 
is improper for this committee to 
meet to discuss allegations that 
haven't been confirmed or denied 
by the investigating authorities, My 
is the police 
investigation is ongoing. And even 
if anything comes from the 
investigation, the high school's 
disciplinary code calls for 
disciplinary action to be taken by 
the high school principal, not the 
school committee,” 

In other newspaper accounts that 
carry quotes from Callan and 
McMenimen, Peterson states 
“everything they (Callan and 
McMenimen) are discussing is only 
rumor and allegation...absolutely 
nothing has been substantiated. 
Really, it's just beyond me. They 
are discussing things that have no 
basis in fact." 

And in yet other media accounts, 
Peterson states "It's difficult to 
think anyone can get a fair hearing 
when school officials are making 
comments. I think to make any 
comment concerning the investi- 
gation before there's been any type 
of hearing is irresponsible. If it was 
my child who was involved in one 
way or another, I certainly wouldn't 
want to see a school official making 
those comments,” 

Callan and McMenimen totally 
ignored the chain of command. 
They wanted to be in total charge of 
the hazing investigation. This type 
of disgraceful and irresponsible 
behavior does not belong on our 
school committee. Please sign the 
recall petition and show our kids 
that we support them even if some 
of our school board members don't!

The publisher of the Town Crier 
recently wrote an article about 
submarine warfare off the Atlantic 
Coast of the U.S. after the attack on 
Pear! Harbor. 

Mrs. Barbara McDermott of 
Lowell is the daughter of Captain 
Charles Thistle, who was lost, along 
with all his men, during that period 
of US History. She has written of 
the loss of her father, and of her 
family. 

Dear Captain: 

I am quite sure you have many 
interesting memories of the great 
ships of WW II. My father's ship, a 
collier, the SS Suffolk, was one of 
them, It went down on December 
11, 1943, My father, Charles 
Thistle, was the captain. 

There were 42 men on board, one 
being a 16 year old child from New 
Bedford, He was in the Navy gun 
crew, which at that time was on all 
merchant vessels. He had lied about 
his age.It was his first trip. 

My father was 37 years old, with 
four daughters, ranging in age from 
11 months to 14 years, The 
newspaper said "waves went over 
his ship, too.” 

The lifeboats were frozen on his 
ship, None-was able to be released. 
The first call was at 11:30 a.m., ona 
very freezing day. The second was 
at noon, The young lieutenant on 
duty on shore told them to stick with 
the ship. On the second call he told 
them to abandon ship. Too late! 

All the crew went down and were 
never heard from again. Not a 
trace, no lifeboat was ever found, It 
was off Montauk Point (Long 
Island, Larz) so near and yet so far. 

Years after we were in contact 
with a WAVE who was on duty at 
the time the calls came in. She said, 
in fact, the ship was torpedoed.It 
was not the gale force winds, as we 
had been told. 

My father was a very able bodied 
seaman, We have-a plaque which 
said that he was the youngest ever to 
conduct a ship through the Panama 
Canal.I guess you can tell, we are 
all, to this day, very proud of him 
and of my mother, who struggled so 
hard to hold her family together. 

It was a pleasure to read your very 
interesting article. 

My sister Carole, at the age of 
seven was the person who unveiled a 
plaque on Boston Common, for the 
Merchant Mariners, She did it with 
the then mayor of Boston, Maurice

Tobin. Robert Tobin was then the 
port agent for the maritime union. 

It was a great loss to the 42 
families (of gun crew), as it must 
have been to the many, many other 
families in the war. It was great to 
know that the men of the Merchant 
Marine were remembered, too.

Donovan agreed to try 
then return to the appeals board 
where he appeared one and a half 
months ago, At that time he had 
been directed to the planning board 
by member Bill Hooper for a site 
plan review. Planners said they 
would send a letter to.the board of 
appeals outlining concerms raised at 
their meeting.

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A love-hate relationship 
with the fine art of bowhunting 


by Bill Conlon 

I think I love bowhunting, as soon 
as I'm done hating it. 

Bowhunting is the coming thing in 
New England. As more towns in 
Massachusetts outlaw the discharge 
of firearms, archery will soon be 
the only way to legally hunt deer. 
Tewksbury and Wilmington don't 
allow shooting, and now Dracut has 
limited hunting by requiring writ- 
ten permission from the landowner 
before any discharging of firearms 
on private land. So go bow! 

Bowhunter requires more talents 
than shotgunning, from picking the 
right spot for a tree stand to paying 


close attention to scent and wind. 


Any failure, in any skill, will mean 
a missed shot, or no shot at all, 

But hitting the target, consistently 
and accurately, is a full-time job in 
itself. Bow accuracy is very, very 
tricky and I'm just now leaming all 
the mistakes I'm making. Someday 
T'll know enough to correct them. 

A "long" shot with a hunting bow 
is considered to be SO yards, or half 
the maximum range of a shotgun 
with slugs. Yeah, yeah ... I'm sure 
you can hit a six-inch circle at 400 
yards consistantly with your "Ninja 
Lightning Slaymaster" bow, but it 
just doesn't apply to the rest of us. A 
20-yard shot with a bow is ideal, 
and personally I'd think twice about 
a 40-yarder. 

But even a "simple" 20-yard shot 
carries no guarantee. There are too 
many factors involved in shooting 
an arrow that can mess up a shot. 

Unlike a rifle, in which one rear- 
sight adjustment will correct your 
point of impact, a bow has a dozen 
things that may be out of kilter, I'm 
always second-guessing my bow, on 
every shot. Did I twitch on that last 
shot, or is something badly in need 
of adjustment? 

My personal bugaboo with a bow 
is "tuning" the damn thing. 

Is the upper limb screwed tighter 
to the handle than the lower limb? 
It matters. Is the cable in the same 
slot on both the upper and the lower 
wheels? That matters. Is the arrow 
rest, where the shaft is cradled as 
the string is drawn, too close or too 
far from the handle, too high or too 
low? Is the nocking point, the tiny 
brass ring which insures an arrow 
fits the same place on the bowstring 
every time, at the right height? 

My compound is a Bear Whitetail 
Hunter II, factory set for a 30-inch 
draw, with 60 pounds of pull, But I 
use 32-inch arrows. So is my draw 
length too short? Is it worth all the 
hassle of taking the bow apart to 
adjust the draw length or does it 
even matter? 

Another worry is balance -- are 
my Easton 2219 shafts right for the 
bow I'm using? Arrows that are too 
light will bend, while overly-stiff 
shafts are slow. Are my 110-grain 
Wasp broadheads the right weight? 

Keep in mind -- all this worrying 
is done on the target range. There's 
a hundred other factors that come 
into play in the field. 


For example, a "shooting lane” is 
needed, The line of sight from bow 
to buck must be clear of branches, 
twigs, grass, spider webs and heavy 
thoughts, because anything deflects 
an arrow in flight. Once you find a 
perfect location, you must clear a 
lane to the spot where you expect 
deer to approach, then plan on The 
Boss finding a new route. 

Am I quict enough? (My bow, not 
me personally.) All sorts of noise 
can be made by a bow, from string 
"twang" to a rattling in the cables or 


wheels, any of which may alert the 
deer and ruin a shot.

An end to 
the Woburn Odor

Back about the time of World War 
| there were times when one could 
smell Harriman's Tannery from 
near Silver Lake. It would happen 
when the wind was from the east, 

On one objected. A lot of 
Wilmington men worked in that 
tannery. It was their bread and 
butter. 

Every community in eastern 
Massachusetts had one or more 
tanneries, They were always near a 
brook. 

Harriman's was near Lubbers 
Brook. The tannery in Tewksbury, 
near Lee Street, was near the stream 
which came from Round Pond. 
Beggs & Cobb, in Winchester was 
near the Mystic River. 

Obviously there was something in 
the process of tanning hides which 
could be dissolved in water and 
washed away. 

Not as obvious was the fact that 
muskrats, water living animals, 
grew fat, with nice sleek fur. A 
Wilmington youth, well known 
even today caught a lot of muskrats 
in Lubbers Brook, near Concord 
Street. 

He got a good price from a fur 
dealer in Chelsea, 

Six months later he was being 
sued. The ladies who had bought the 
fur coats found that the fur was 
falling out! 

Now, the City of Woburn has 
started a rehabilitation process in an 
area in which 245 acres of land 
were ruined, over the years. It is a 
big project. It is going to cost 
money, 

Tanneries were one of the causes. 
There were others. There are tales 
of discovering buried hides, in that 
area. There are also tales of the 
Woburn Odor, an affliction upon a 
nearby community. 


Obviously there was a lot of 
pollution, in an.area of 245 acres, A 
lot of buried hides have been found, 
but they were not the only cause for 
those problems in North Woburn, 

Testing the atmosphere has 
revealed that hydrogen sulfide does 
exist, as does menthyl mercaptan. 
Hydrogen sulfide has the odor of 
rotten eggs, sometimes identified in 
Reading as "the Woburn Odor." 
There is a lot of sulpher in that kind 
of air pollution. 

A result of that type of pollution is 
that white paint, with a lead base 
will turn black. North Wilmington 
residents, many years ago learned 
that they should not use lead based 
paint, 

One could always test white paint 
for its lead content by using a 
sulfide of salt. And the vicinity of 
tanneries was not the only site for 
such examples, 

Port Townsend, in the state of 
Washington was a place, years ago 
where the nice white paint on ships 
would turn black overnight. 
Tanneries were not to be 
blamed.Instead the blame fell on 
paper mills. 

Another result of the examinations 
of the Woburn atmosphere, 
according to the chemists was 
something called "anaerobic" 
decomposition," 

That is the decomposition of an 
organic substance without any 
oxygen being present. The best 
example is to discuss the process 
which takes place in a cesspool. 

In other words there was more to 
the Woburn Odor than can be 
blamed on hides, 

Hopefully, the odors. will 
disappear. The people of Woburn 
will have reasons to be happy. 

So will their neighbors.

sary stewards was about 100-feet 
away in the pitch black, cold 
waters of the Mediterranean Sea 
and starting to panic. 

Redfern jumped back into the 
water and swam to his shipmate. 
After calming him down, Redfern 
‘was able to get the man back to 

* the raft, 

At that point it took several 
-men to get the overweight sailor 
into the raft and then Redfern and 
three others could not stay in the 
raft and had to hang onto the side 
until a rescue ship came several 
hours later. 

Redfern estimates they were in 
the water about four hours until 
the action calmed down enough 
for a Coast Guard ship to come 
“out and rescue the sailors. 

“I was amazed to find out it 
was a Coast Guard ship. I thought 
they were back home off the coast 
of the United States,” he said. 

At about midnight the destroy- 
er escort lit up the area, as

Redfern described it “leaving 
themselves to be sitting ducks, but 
they were able to pick us up.” 


The Coast Guard was also able 
to pick up the German pilots who 
had launched the attack. In fact 
the pilots were picked up first so 
that they could be brought to 
another part of the ship before the 
men from the Lansdale were 
brought on board. 

Redfern recalled that there was 
no animosity against the men who 
just a short few hours before were 
the enemy. “The only thing on all 
of our minds was to get rescued.” 

One other item that Redfern 
remembers from the ordeal was 
that the Mediterranean water was 
cold and his legs were so numb he 
could not climb the rope ladder 
onto the Coast Guard vessel. The 
Coast Guard was able to accom- 
modate for the numbness and 
hoisted him aboard. 

A total of 47 crew members on 
the Lansdale, from a complement 
of about 280, died or drowned as

a result of the torpedo, 

That was on April 20, 1944, 
and since that time other than a 
few members of the crew keeping 
in touch many of the survivors 
had not seen each other until 32 of 
them got together at a reunion in 
Fishkill, New York in September. 

That reunion which took place 
on the farm of the Lansdale’s for- 
mer executive officer and now 
District Attorney for Manhattan 
(New York City) Robert M. 
Morganthau, came about when a 
few of the crew members started 
writing to each other about getting 
together. 

Redfern said that he had first 
heard about the reunion effort six 
months ago. At that time a ship- 
mate, Sal Rizzo formerly of 
Chicago and now from Florida, 
and the brother of a shipmate, 
George Riddle of Florida, became 
instrumental inputting the reunion 
together. Redfem said that Riddle 
was looking for information on 
his brother’s death as a result of 
the torpedo. 


A former Lieutenant 
Commander on the ship, Rear 
Admiral Val Harvard (ret.) 
reminded the organizers that he 
was 84 years old and would like 
to attend the reunion. That pushed 
the men to really move on the 
effort. 

It was at the reunion that 
Morganthau told the real story of 
why the ship was targeted so 
heavily. . > 

They had just returned from 
Anzio and while waiting to escort 
another convoy back into the 
Mediterranean, the ship had been 
outfitted with the latest in jam- 
ming devices on board to foul 
radio guided bombs. 

Because of the equipment, the 
Navy returned to the Lansdale’s 
hulk the next day and dropped 
depth charges to insure that it 
sunk to the ocean bottom and 
insure against the enemy getting 
the sophisticated equipment. 

At the time of its sinking, the 
Lansdale was four-years-old, hav- 
ing been commissioned in Boston 
in 1940, 

According to Redfern, the tor- 
pedoing of the ship was not the 
worst experience he had in the 
war; that came later in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Redfern had served on the 
Lansdale for about Six*months-and 
had aftained the rank of Seamén 
First Class. However, shortly after 
joining the ship, Redfern came to 
the realization that Seamen got to 
spend a lot of time in the bridge 
acting as lookouts on cold North 
Aulantic nights. 

Therefore when the chance 
came to apply for a radioman’s 
position, Redfern applied. 
Because of his high school degree 
and typing classes from Wobum 
High School, he was the only man 
on board qualified to take the 
exam. 

Due to this, he was referred to 
as a Radioman Striker when the 
ship was torpedoed. 

As with all survivors of ship 
sinkings, the Navy had a policy of 
allowing the men 30-days leave. 
Thus, on D-Day, Redfern found 
himself back home in Woburn and 
feeling guilty. 

“Tt was no big deal back then 
to be torpedoed or sunk,” he said, 
“Many young fellows were losing 
life or limb on the battlefields.” 

However, Redfern soon found 
himself back on his way into 
action. The Navy policy was to 
allow the men that had been on 
board a ship lost in battle to pick 
their next tour of duty. 

Redfern picked the Pacific 
Ocean as his next tour of duty and 
signed on with the newly built 
destroyer, U.S.S. Robert H. Smith. 
He was part of the crew that went 
to the Bath Iron Works in Bath, 
Maine to sail the ship down to the 
Boston Navy Yard where it was 
tommissioned.-However, before 
the-ship- went off to-the Pacific; 
Redfern had one more decision to 
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His high school sweetheart, 
Edna (Backman), wanted to get 
married. Therefore after taking the 
Smith to the Caribbean for a 
shake down cruise, Redfern 
returned to Boston for a seven day 
leave during which he said his “I 
do's.” 

That attachment has lasted all 
of these years and the couple pro- 
duced two children, Bob, of 
Scarborough, Maine and Susan 
(Haggerty) of Reading. 

It was in the Pacific that 
Redfern said he faced the most 
stress of his Naval career. 

During the last few months of 
the war, The Smith was stationed 
off the coast of Okinawa and Iwo 
Jima with the Japanese Kamikaze 
pilots diving at the ship. 

As he describes it, “For six 
weeks before the atomic bomb 
was dropped on Hiroshima and 
later Nagasi.ki, we were on battle 
stations.” 

The Kamikazes were armed 
with 500 pound warheads and 
would dive at the capital ships 
(aircraft carriers, battleships and

cruisers). To protect the big ships 
the destroyers would be set out as 
“picket ships.” 

This duty required the cruisers 
to cover the outside perimeter and 
fire at the Kamikazes as they 
made their way to the big ships. 

Thus, the Kamikazes would 
then aim for a destroyer first and 
try to take it out allowing the rest 
of the flight to go for the larger 
targets. 

“Tt was six weeks of hell, with 
the apprehension and the tension,” 
Redfern recalled. 


A total of 28 cruisers were lost 
in the operation, Because of this, 
the crew of the Smith figured that 
everyday would be their last one. 

Redfern said that when the 
atomic bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima “the relief was.hard to 
put words to.” 

After the bomb, Redfern fin- 
ished the war as part of the occu- 
pation force in Japan, until his 
release. 


At that time the young man 
from the “ragrock” section of 
Woburn took advantage of the 
G.I. Bill and received a degree in 
civil engineering from Wentworth 
Institute and worked for 
Monsanto until his retirement, 

For all of the experience, 
Redfern said that it was an excit- 
ing time. He notes that patriotism 
was at its highest. 

According to Redfern, his 
bringing up helped him to get 
through the war because of his 
respect for authority, 

The war experience also 
allowed him to do some travelling 
which he might not have done 
otherwise. 

As for the—crew—of—the 
Lansdale, another reunion is being 
planned for two years from now 
when they will celebrate their 
fiftieth anniversary. At that time 
they hope to have contacted far 
more than the 32 people who got 
together in September.

-"Passed Away' begins as a 
black comedy about the gathering 
of an Irish-American clan for their 
patriarch's funeral. But as the odd 
characters gather and sort out their 
lives, the story takes on a moralis- 
tic tone that buries the comedy. 
Not terrible, but not all it could 
have been, 

~Jeff Fahey plays a "Sketch 
Artist" who realizes the face 
described to him by witness Drew 
Barrymore is none other than his 
wife's, played by Sean Young. 
Fahey is actually quite interesting 
as the unravelling artist drawn 
into a mire of deceit as he tries to 
clear Young's name. The ending is 
about what we expect, but not bad 
getting there, 

"Oscar's Greatest Moments" 
is perfect fot everyone who likes 
to watch the annual telecast of the 
Academy Awards but doesn't have 
four hours to waste. Just under 
two hours, you get all the good 
parts from the past 21 years in 
quick-paced bites. Corny, but fun. 

~Quite revealing is "Laurence 
Olivier -- A Life," which was 
made with Sir Larry's cooperation 
in 1982, Olivier speaks about his 
upbringing, his early days in the 
theater and his desire to make 
films because of his desire to 
make money. Don't look for juicy 
scandal about second wife Vivian 
Leigh or his supposed affair with 
Danny Kaye, but the film does 
capture some of Olivier's genius 
and his flamboyant personality, If 

—Okay, so it's a stretch ‘o con- 
sider this gothic thriller “artsy,” 
but, hey, it was originally seen on 
P:sS. Bused on Joscpi L. Fanu's 
"Tincle Silas," a tale of treachery 
and decay among the Victorian 
cristocracy, this '43-minute 
thriller is kept afloat with intrigu- 
ing characters and Peter O'Toole's 
haunting performance, Stunningly 
produced, but the pace is a litle 
creaky.

Kelly McGillis plays a late 
19th-century woman whose casu- 
al friendship with Adrian Pasdar 
leads her to the self-realization 
that life as a pampered and 
patronized housewife is complete- 
ly unfulfilling. McGillis has never 
been better and this handsome 
production convincingly conveys 
the futility and despair of a cre- 
ative woman bent to society's 
expectations. 

~Three Bette Davis flicks are 
being released onto video this 
month for the first time. Davis 
played a murder suspect trying to 
find the boss she supposedly 
killed in 1933's "Bureau of 
Missing Persons." As the daugh- 
ter of a Southern planter in 1932's 
"The Cabin in the Cotton," 
Davis bats her big ‘ole eye at 
Richard Barthelmess. And in 
1948's " June Bride," Davis plays 
a hard-boiled editor who rekindles 
a romance with Robert 
Montgomery as she covers his 
upcoming nuptials, 

-Yes! This B movie has every- 
thing - no budget, a disgusting, 
sub-human "monster," black 
humor and a wild plot "The 
Vagrant" stars Bill Paxton as a 
Yuppie homeowner driven out of 
his mind by an intrusive repulsive 
derelict. This odd flick is over the 
top, creative and occasionally 
chilling as we watch Paxton 
unravel, 

—John Astin reprises his role as 
Dr. Gangrene and vows that the 
streets will run red as his violent 
vegetables conquer France. Okay, 
so “Killer Tomatoes Eat 
France!" is silly, but this one joke 
movie keeps up the goofy good 
humor until we are assured there 
will be a sequel. 

~Another cheapie is 
"Landslide," a melodramatic 


soap opera starring Anthony 
Edwards as a geologist with selec- 
tive amnesia who's hired by a 
ruthless businessman. Coinciden- 
tally, Edwards ends up in the same 
town in which he lost his memory 
in a car accident years earlier. 
Over the top acting and obvious 
miniatures make this funnier than 
was intended. 

-Stephen King inked 
"Sometimes They Come Back," 
a ghostly tale of a high school 
teacher (Tim Matheson) who 
retums to his home town only to 
discover that three dead delin- 
quents who killed his brother 30 
years earlier have begun stalking 
new victims. Mildly entertaining, 
but nothing about his made-for-tv 
production can save it from its 
own predictability. 

—There are very few Tapeheads 
who don't enjoy the Trancers 
flicks from Full Moon 
Entertainment, "Trancers III: 
Deth Lives" is the lamest in the 
Jack Deth time travel stories, Tim 
Thomerson returns as the hard- 
boiled LA detective who must 
head into the future to keep the 
perfect killing machines from 
destroying civilization as we 
know it. Relying more on vio- 
lence instead of a clever script, 
this is the weak link in the trilogy 
-- too talky and too exploitative, 
A bit of a disappointment. 

—Harrison Ford stars in the 
jumbled adaptation of Tom 
Clancy's novel, "Patriot Games." 
Spy capers have never before 
seemed so far-fetched than in this 
tale of terrorism and heroism. 

—Just as mediocre in its own 
sci-fi way is "Alien 3." The plot 
is as dark and dreary as the cine- 
matography as Sigourney Weaver 
reprises her role as The Fearless 
Ripley - Alien Squasher. 

-Tom Cruise and Nicole 
Kidman give us the sanitized ver- 
sion of Irish immigration in "Far 


and Away." Very pretty, but very 
plastic. 

-Though Howard Deutch's 
direction is sugary, Ray Liotta is a 
standout as a hardened doctor 
who wages war against a
